The general ownion of scientists is 
that cancer begins as purely a local 
disease, confined to one part of the 
body. As a result of sorre disturb- 
ance, a tumor develops

gins to grow It cannot stop by itself. 
but must be removed or destroyed. 
This growth may occur an\ \% here j ence of cancer. 


In the body. It may be on the out- I don't neglect it 


side or the inside of the body. At 
the outset It Is small, but gradually 
it Rets larger, taking nourishment 
away from the body. This explains 
in part the loss of weight that the 
victims experience. 


When the growth is on the surface 


of the body, it it. usually discovered 
in an early stage 
When the growth 


is confined within the body, the prob- 
lem is dtffeient 
That form is usu- 


ally neglected 
Any growth that can 


bo seen is quickly brought to the 
physician for attention. Internal tu- 
mors may not show themselves until 
they begin to disturb the health. 


When the giowth is overlooked or 


neglected, the cancer finds its way 
to other parts of the body. It may 
give rise to new growths 
When 


this occurs it is serious This condi- 
tion is spoken of medically as "me- 
tastasis." .

Cargoes Taken From Boats 


After Chase; Liquor Val- 


ued at $100,000. 


BOSTON, Jan. 18.—Two rum 


runners loaded with liquor valued 
at $100,000 were captured today by 
coastguard patrpl boats 
after a 


chase through :the 
fog-shrouded 


waters of the harbor. 


,The 
seizure df liquor was the 


largest ever made in the harbor 
waters and climaxed a twenty-four 
hour vigil by the entire east Bos- 
ton coastguard fleet to halt the 
flow of liquor from a big rum run- 
ning ship lying off the coast. 


The first rum runner captured, 


was The Budd which was taken by 
the coastguard patrol boat, 171, 
with liquor valued at $20,000.
